Sushi, Sea Urchins and Tidepool Science

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Sea Urchin Fishing Boat off San Nicolas Island 


In the past 20 years, the sea urchin 
fishery in California has grown to 
a multimillion dollar industry, and 
thousands of tons of red urchins 
are harvested from the waters of 
California every year. Unfortunate- 
ly, basic research on fundamental 
aspects of the biology of this spe- 
cies has not kept pace. In order to 
maintain the urchin fishery, it is 
essential to have reliable informa- 
tion on fundamental population 
parameters like settlement, growth 
and mortality rates. 

Dr. Michael Russell, of the 
Academy’s Invertebrate Zoology 
and Geology Department, has 
studied sea urchins on the Pacific 


coast for the last ten years. In his 
slide-illustrated talk, he will 
discuss the importance of basic 
research as it relates to intelligent- 
ly managing this sustainable 
resource. He will also outline the 
life cycle of sea urchins and their 
role in marine communities. Dr. 
Russell will examine the history of 
the sea urchin fishery and 
describe how the animals are 
collected and prepared for their 
presentation in sushi bars. 

This interesting program will be 
held on June 12 at 2 pm and 7:30 
pm; and-on June 1 at 7.50pm.
